Aroused by the terrific report of th« 
explosion, citizens rushed from their beds and within a few minutes the 
bank building was surrounded by nearly one hundred people. The roD- 
bers were heavily armed and kept the crowd at bay while they gradual 
17 backed away from the bank toward the St. Paul railway 
tracks 


where they escaped toward Haielh-jrst. Several shots are said to have 
been exchanged but no one was 
Injured.

direction of Hazelhurst. Marshall I ouchrca, James Man In, deputy sheriff 
and Capt. Gray over Uxjk two of the safe-blowers in the llazelhurst depot 
and a pitched battle ensued.

Leander Choate, a wealthy ex-lum- 


b-'rman anj prominent banter vilio 
was well known In tills city, died 
Monday morning at his home at Osh- 
kosh. 


Last summer Mr. Choate was the 


victim of a runaway accident and his 
death was largely due to tlie effects 
of injuries which lie received at tliat 
time. Paralysis developed and for 
several weeks lie had been confined 
to life bed. He was in his seventy- 
fifth year and was a native of Maine. 


Mr. Choate settled at OshKosh in 


ISoT. In 1S62 he became associated 
with J. M. liray in the lumber busi- 
ness and for many years the firm 
operated saw mills in northern Wis 
consin. 


Aside from being vice-president of 


the First National Hank of this city, 
Mr. Choate was interested In the fol- 
lowing oilier banks: 


The Marine National bank of Mil- 


waukee as a director, First National 
Bank of Marshfield as director. First 
National bank of New London as vice 
preMdent, National bank of Manito- 
woc as president, First National bank 
of Clintonville as director, National 
bank of Stoughton as airector, Wis- 
consin National bank of Milwaukee 
as stockholder,,State bank of Chicago 
as stockholder. 


Mr. Choate was an energetic, pub- 


lic spirited citizen and did much to- 
ward the upbuilding of Oshkosh. 
In Khiuelander he had many personal 
friends who deeply lament his death.
